tions, and  by  no  means  to  contend 
with  him  for  fitperiority  of  any 
kind.  I perfuaJe  myfelf  I have 
made  a more  proper  ellimate.

Mr.  Bodley  is  warned  that  he

!hold  my'^.'f  bound  to  anfwer. 

Mr.  Bodley  has  evinced  too  much 
Ignorance,  and  too  great  a want  of 
candour,  to  merit  my  attention  to 
any  thing  be  fays,  which  does  not 
immediately  relate  to  myfelf.  As  an 
inftanoe  of  his  grols  ignorance,  or 
willful  defiance  of  truth,  I refer  to 
what  he  has  faid  about  Judge  Innes, 
as  connedled  with  the  Spanish  asso- 
ciation. His  want  df  candour  is

It  can  but  be  a fubje6l  of  regret 
with  every  well  difpol’ed  perfon,  as 
it  is  with  myfelf.  That  political 
inveftigation,  or  a charge  of  official 
mifcondufl,  (hould  be  turned  upon 
perfonal  confiderations,  or  taken  up 
by  men  ignorant  of  fa6ls,  dellitute 
of  chara6\er,  void  of  reafon  and  ar- 
gument, and  fit  only  to  be  calumni 
ators — fuch  as  Mr.  Bodley — while 
the  real  culprit  withdraws  him 
felf,  and  is  loft  in  th(  buz  and  buf- 
tle,  which  is  excited  by  his  inftru- 
msnts,  ho'wcver  unprincipled  or 
contemptible. 

That  I have  fome  enemies,  for 
caufes  originating  with  themfelves, 
and  who  unwilling  to  meet  me  upon 
a corre6I  date  of  fa6ls,  or  in  the 
field  of  argument,  would  deprefs 
me  by  meains  of  their  tools,  is  what 
1 well  know,  and  the  public  at  leaft 
fufpedl.  1 can  but  feel  the  unequal- 
ity of  a conteft,  between  a private 
citizen.  Sc  men  in  power,  who  fur- 
rounded  by  their  minions,  have  ev- 
er detatlimems  at  command,  to  dt- 
fame  their  adverfaries,  or.eulogife 
themfelves.  The  great  body  of  tJie 
people  uninformed  as  to  real  fa6ls, 
can  know  only  what  they  hear,  and 
often  hear  without  the  means  of 
corre6lly  judging.  Therefore,  fre- 
quent and  bold  affertion  aflumes 
the  place  of  proof,  without  regard 
to  the  fourcefrona  whence  it  comes^ 
But  I (hall  not  indulge  in  thefe  re- 
fleflions.  My  fi'tuation  ia  alm»ft 
without  a precedent.  1 have  dared 
to  raife  my  voice,  as  to  some  par- 
ticulars, againft  men  who  have  my 
property  at  their  difpofal,  and  by 
blow,  may  annihilate  my  labours  for 
twenty j/eafi.  Hid  I not  forefee 


this?  les,  and  I would  have  a- 
voided  it,  but  I had  duties  to  fulfill, 
which  were  in  my  eftimation  para 
mount  pecuniary  confiderations,  as 
they  fucceflively  prefented  them- 
felvcs  to  my  view-  I have  been 
forced  into  the  conflict  by  circum- 
ftances  and  events  over  which  I had 
no  controul.  I have  been  brought 
to  a point,  where  it  became  nece(Ta- 
-ry  to  fubmit  to  imputations  and  in- 
juftice,  in  filence,  or  to  fpeak  at  the 
ri(k  of  ftill  greater  outrage,  and  in 
'thefe  cafes  1 have  not  long  hefita- 
ted.  The  fame  determination  will 
bear  me  through  whatever  may  be 
the  refult.  1 regret  one  thing,  which 
IS,  that  affailed  as  I am,  I have 
replied  in  a tone  of  feverity  which 
may  have  the  appearance  of  ill 
natdre  to  thofe  who  do  not  confider 
that  I am  perfedlly  on  the  defenfive , 
But  to  what  lurpofe  do  I multiply 
words  ? There  are  indeed,  political 
objefls  of  great  importance  to  the 
public,  and  about  which  it  is 
poflible  for  me  as  a citizen  whofe 
every  hope  and  every  prol'peiSl  is 
concentered  here,  to  be  indifferent. 
tVillingly  would  I afflft  in  placing 
thofe  in  their  true  point  of  view  be- 
fore the  people,  and  their  repre 
fentatives.  Happy  (hall  I be  if  the 
proper  ufe  is  made  of  the  light 
which  has  been  produced.  It  is 
however,  not  for  me  to  diflate.  I 
have  confidence  in  the  public  virtue, 
and  the  public  fpirit  of  the  country, 
that  all  will  be  done  which  thefe  re- 
quire, and  in  this  confidence  I re- 
pofe  myfelf  nJiOR  the  reprefenta 
lives  of  the  nation,  both  local  and 
general.

1 did  not  a(k 
him  whether  Lord  Dorchefter  had 
authorifed  him  to  make  thefe  offers 
to  us  in  his  name  or  not  ; nor  did 
he  in  direfi  terms  inform  me — in- 
deed I had  fome  doubts  of  the  pro- 
priety of  the  qiiellioh.  Gen.  Scott 
informs  me  that  in  a converfation 
he  had  v/ith  him  on  the  fame  fubjedl 
he  was  more  explicit,  and  informed 
him  that  he  was  authorifed  by  Lord 
Dorchefter,  to  ufe  hit  name  on  this 
occafion. 

It  appears  plain  to  me  that  the 
offers  of  Lord  Dorchefter,  a?  well 
as  thofe  of  Spain,  are  founded  on  a 
fuppofition,  that  'll  is  a fadt,  that 
we  are  about  to  feparate  from  the 
union,  elfe  why  are  thofe  offers  not 
made  to  Congrefs  ?
